During tho revolution In tho last 


decades of tho eighteenth century tho 
religious fabric of Franco was wiped 
out of existence and the churches, col- 
leges, seminaries, convents and mon- 
asteries to' tho value of four blllloua 
of francs USUO.OUO.OOO) were sei|iies- 


wnaitn and endowments converted In- 
to national property.

Framing of the Concordat

best In years. 
Barley Is not up to

crop taken as ft whole. Lack of rain 
and premature ripening can also be

Pastures 
are all 
drying up. In 


many l»calltles the farmers are feed- 
ing their stock on hay and grain 
already. Of course, they are not\ be- 
yond redemption, but rains are need- 
ed, good soaking ones to make them 
again good feeding grounds. 
With 


the pastures had stuck Is not doing 
as well an might ho expected. 
The 


past two years have been bad for tho 
stock, taking It as a whole. Horses 
have been 
underfed and overwork- 


ed; cattle hayo not fattened as they 
should and pigs have mourned the 
loss of good rich feedings. 


Hay Crop 


The tame hay crop Is all In. It Is 


In excellent condition and will 
do 


much towards making up for the loss 
of the oat crop. 
Wild grass has not 


yet been harvested. 
This dry weath- 


er nmy prove a blessing to the farm- 
er In disguise.

treme dryness they have been able 
to thoroughly get rid of the weeds 
In their corn, tobacco and beet fields. 
This they might Jiot have been able 
to do.If It had been wet.

the rains come everything Is ready 
for rapid growth.

Lato apples are dropping.

seems to be a sort of weevil that Is 
killing them, but even the nursery 
men cannot find It or explain the 
loss.
